THE LYNCHERS AFTER HIM, 


Jap Davis in Danger of a Cord Around His 
; Neck. 

ANDERSON, 8. C., September 30.—Jap Davis, 
the man accused of murdering his wife, was 
captured and lodged in jail here about 11 
o'clock. A large poese was out hunting him 
but failed to capture him: Davis giving him- 
self up toa different crowd altogether and 
coming quietly withthem. It was evidently 
the intention of the large posse not to turn 
him over into the hands of the law, but to let 
judge lynch be the presiding judge and swing 
him to the nearest limb they could find. The 
neighborhood is worked up to fever heat and 
a sense of uneasiness prevailed over thé city 
last night, the impression prevailing that aa 
effort would be made to take him from the 
custody of the sheriff and lynch him. Sheriff 
Bolt was very quiet on the subject, but he and 
Mayor Tolly are acting in concert and had all 
arrangements made to protect the prisoner at 
all hazards.

TRACKING A TRAMP. 


A Brutal Murder Committed Near Farm inog- 
ton, Mo. 


FARMINGTON, Mo., September 30.—A brutal 
aud horrible murder of 4 young woman nam- 
med Annie Veath, daughter of a respectable 
old German named Peter Veath, was commit- 
ted in St. Geneveve county, about 16 miles 
from this place yesterday. While the mother 
of the young woman was absent at a neigh- 
bor’s and the boys were at work in the field, 
some one went tojthe house, murdered her 
and threw her body in a well, where it was 
found by the family. Someof the furniture 
drawers were opened, as if robbery was the 
object of the murder. A tramp who had been 
to the house earlier in the day and had asked 
for something to eat, is supposed to be the 
murderer. Officers are now on his track, aud 
should he be caught and brought back to the 
vicinity, he will doubtless be lynched. 


CLUVERIUS MUST HANG. 


The Supreme Court of Virginia Refuses a 
Rehearing of the Case. 

STAUNTON, Va., September 30.—This morn- 
ing the supreme court of Virginia, sitting 
here, handed down the papers in the case of 
T. J. Cluverius, who stands convicted of the 
murder of Lillian Madison, at the Old Reser- 
yoir, in Richmand, \a., with the indorsement 
that the petition for a rehearing is denied. 
This rewands the case to the hustings court of 
Richmond, by which the time will be fixed for 
the death penalty by hanging, unless execu- 
tive clemency interposes.

ABERDEEN, Dak., September 30.—The ter- 
ritorial democratic convention met here yes- 
terday. In the apportionment north Dakota 
is represented by 132 delegates, south 141, 
centyal 89, Black Hills 19. 

At the evening session the committee on 
credentials reported and the temporary orgaa- 
ization made permanent. The committee on 
resolutions reported at great length. T-e 
re:olutions indorse President Cleveland, ap- 
prove the efforts to wrest from the railroads 
unearned land grants; pronounces 
the existing protective tariff an  un- 
justand burdensome discrimination against 
egriculture; indorse the Indian policy of Sec- 
retary Lamar; favor the submission to a vote 
of the people of the whole territory question 
of a division of the territory on the 7th stand- 
ard parallel; denounces the late Sioux falls 
constitutional convention as a wasteful ex- 
penditure of the public money: declare that 
emigration should be encouraged; discourages 
the employment of convict labor; favors the 
submission ofall important questions to the 
people; denounces the present railroad com- 
mission law; demand that all corporate pro- 
perty be taxed at the same rat: as farm; asks a 
provision for soldiers’ homes; that the maxi- 

rate of interest be fixed 

per cent; favor a law 

prohibiting territorial, county and judicial 

ofiicers from accepting railroad passes; arraigas 

the republican party for its management of 
the affairs of the territory. 

The resolutions adopted amid great enthu- 
siasm, After the nominating speeches, an in- 
formal ballot for delegates resulted as follows:

billows to long and heavy, but harmless 
swells. The writers describe a variety of ex- 
temporized plans for applying the oil. Several 
of them attribute the rescue of their ships 
and crews from destruction fo the use of oil, 
and of the hundreds of similar letters re- 
ceived in the past, no instance of failure has 
been narrated, when the oil was vegetable or 
fish oil. Kerosene and lighther oils have 
sometimes failed to produce the effect desired. 
The material in hand, upon this subject, will 
be published in pamphlet form for the use of 
mariners.

Instructions to Customs Officers Under a KRe- 
cent Opinion. 


WASHINGTON, September 30.—In view of 
the acting atternesiesoral’s opinion that tin 
cans containing French peas, prepared meats, 
fisb, fruits, vegetables, and milk food are ex- 
empt from duty, the treasury department has

INDIANS AS COWBOYS. 


The Red Men Ask the Privilege of Grazing 
White Men’s Cattle. 


WASHINGTON, September 30 —The secretary 
of the interior has under consideration a prop- 
osition to allow certain haa of Indians in the 
west the privilege of utilizing grass upon sur- 
plus lands of their reservation, by allowing. 
them to take cattle from neighboring cattle- 
men to pasture, the Indians to herd and care 
for the cattle and to receive a fair compensa- 
tion therefor; but no white men will be allow- 
ed on the reservation. Such propositions have 
come to the secretary from several of the In- 
dian agents as representing the wishes of the 
Indians in the matter. Thescheme 1s waraly 
indorsed by the Indian bureau officials, and it 
is probable thatan order authorizing certain 
tribes to enter into contracts with cattlemen 
as outlined above will soon be issued.

BULGARIANS VISIT KAULBARS. 

Soria, September 30.—General Kaalbars 
today received a deputation of prominent 
Bulgaiians, who called upon him to endeavor 
to induce him to withdraw or modify his cir- 
cular, The deputation was composed of 114 of 
the most respected and influential citizens of 
the principality, and was headed by Dr. Voult- 
chet!, who acted as spokesman. e stated to 
General Kaulbars that the circular had sur- 
prised the Bulgarian people, and asked him to 
reconsider some of the Russian demands, par- 
ticularly that for the postponement of the 
elections for two months, The nation was 


anxious, i Voultcheff continued, to speedily 


settle the\choice of a prince to occupy the 
Bulgarian throne. In addition to that modifica- 
tion, the dector said the people desired Russia 
to withdraw her demand for an immediate 
raising of the state of siege, and also the de- 
mand for the instant release of prisoners in 
custody for complicity in the coup @’ etat. 
The continuance of the state of siege was the 
only guarantee the government had for the 
preservation of peace, which the rest of Ea- 
rope desired as well as Bulgaria. The Bulga- 
riape, believing that the czar had no desire to 
prolong the crisis, begged General Kaalbars 
to telegraph to him to hasten the choice of a 
prince, The constitution stipulated that the 
grand sobranje elected to select a ruler, should 
meet within one month after the election. 

In regard to thé liberation of political pris- 
oners, Dr. Voultcheff said it would bea dan- 
gerous precedent to establish, to liberate, 
without trial or punishment, those responsi- 
ble for a momentous act as the deposition and 
kidnapping of Prince A'exander, besides con- 
trary to the laws which were the safeguards 
of the country. Besides, if the prisoners were 
released, as demanded, the probabilities were 
that the people would kill them in the streets, 
euch was the populer indignation against the 
implicated men. The government thought 
the imprisoned oflicers should be tried firat 
ard subsequently offered clemency. 

In conclusion, the deputation assured Gen- 
eral Kaulbars that Balgaria was thankful to 
the ezar for bis protection, but maiutained 
that the laws of the country must be respected. 
No other ministry but that at present in gates 
could extricate the country from its cris 

General Kaulbars, in reply, said that Bul. 
gatians knew very well that theczar had their 
prosperity at heart, but, he added, they mast 
confide in the czar and carry out hia wishes. 

Dr. Voultcheff interrapted General Kaulbars 
at this point, and said: 

“If that is all you have to say, we will re- 
tire.’ 

The deputation then withdrew. 

The Bulgarian ministry have decided to

} John Esten Cooke. 

Though the death of John Esten Cooke, 
which occurred recently at his home in Vir- 
vitsa, has been the occasion of very little 
comment in the southern papers, he was per- 
haps the most widely known of those who 
represent the south in American literature. 
He achieved reputation asa writer of fiction 
before the war, when «nite a young man. 
After the close of the war, in which he took 
@ prominent part, serving on the staff of the 
great cavalry leader, Stuart, he retired to his 
home and wrote several stories dealing with 
the incidents of the campaigns through which 
he bad passed. 

These books attracted considerable atten- . 
tion, but they were written during a period 
of social and political confusion, and their 
real merits were not folly recognized. Those 
of ourreaders, however, who will turn to 
‘“‘Surrey of Eagle’s Nest,’ ‘‘Hilt to Hilt,” 
“Hammer and Rapier,’’ ‘“Wearing of the 
Gray,’’ “Lilt to Hilt, or Days and Nights 
onthe ~benandoah,’’ and ‘‘Mohun, or the 
Last Days of Lee and His Paladins,’’ will 
findin these volumes the truest and most 
vivid pictures of the campaigns in Virginia 
that have ever been written, They are dra- 
matic and picturesque, the narrative rapid 
and vigorous, the style crisp and bright, and 
although issued in the guise of fiction, the 
incidents are mainly historical. 

The book that gave Mr. Cooke his reputa- 
tion was ‘“‘The Virginia Comedians,’’ a novel 
dealing with the colonial period. Though 
it was published before the war, a new edi- 
tion has recently been called for. Mr. Cooke, 
in addition to his contributions to fictive lit- 
erature, was the author of a ‘‘Life of Stone- 
wall Jackson,’’ a ‘‘Life of Robert E. Lee,’’ 
and a “‘History of Virginia,’ which is by 
far the most interesting volume in the Com- 
monwealth series. He was also a volumi- 
nous contributor to the magazines and news- 
papers. 

Mr. Cooke wasa brother of Philip Pen- 
dieton Cooke, who wrote the ‘‘F roissart Lal- 
lads,’’ and whose ‘‘Flerence Vane’’ is the 
finest purely lyric piece ever written by an 
Ametican.

AN ANCIENT RACE. 


Origin of the Gypsies--How They Came to 
: This Country. 
From the Chicago News. 

As nearly as can be learned the Rommany 
first entered Great Britain i rough Jreland, and 
probably from Spain, in the latter part of the fif- 
teenth century, or about one hundred years after 
they were noticed in southeastern Europe. They 
evidently found Ireland an inhospitable country, 
and, straggling into Scotland, they renewed the 
old pretense of Egyptian pilgrimage, and, with 
many airs and much gaudy finery, traveled about, 
begging, stealing and fortane telling, until they 
eventually became as greata pest as they had 
previously proven themselves upon the continent. 


' Tt is almost certain that they arrived in Scotland 


quite aperiod in advance of in England, If, as is 
contended, they first came into the Britifh isles 
through England from Belgium or France, no such 
record exists; and it is established that they came 
into Scotland, probably from L[reland, in about the 
year J5(0. Soconsummately shrewd were they in 
carrying oat their assumption of pilgrsmage under 
the leadership of Autzonius Gawino, earl of 
Little Egypt, and being under commands of 
the pope to wander seven years without sleeping 
in aban. that they actually secured the counte- 
nance, if not the favor, of James 1V. It was the 
same old trick Lava had played throughout Europe, 
and played se well, Hoyland says, that we find 
they wandered up anddown France, under the 
eye of the magistracy, not for:even yearsonly but 
for more than a hundred years, without molesta- 
tion. This Anthonius Gawino seemed to be a pol- 
itician by nature. Heinveigld King James into 
giving him a_ very strong aud very 
tympathetic letter to his uncle, the king of Den 
mark, in which the gipsy chief and his vagabond 
followers are spokeu of as ‘‘Anthonius Gawino, 
carlof Li tle Egypt, and the other afllicted and 
lementable tribe of his retinue, whilst, through a 
cesire of trarclirgand by command of the pops, 
pilgriming over the Christian world,’”’ etc., which 
shows that their imposition upon the melancholy 
Scottish king was complete, whether or not his 
testimonial benefitted them on their arrival in 
Det. m irk, 

. Until nearly a half century after this—although 
the gipsies had already be come troublesome— 
their true character had not been discovered. 
James V. entered into a league with ‘James Faw, 
Jord aud ear! of Little Egypt,” in 1540, directing 
al) in authority in hisrealm to compel the return 
to Faw’s submission all those Egyptians who had 
rebelled against him and that all officers should 
assist in detaining and punishing these people ‘‘in 
conformity with his laws,” so that, asthe edict 
read, “the said John have no cause of complaint 
therenpon in time coming.” This edict further 
char; ed all officers of the realm to command mas- 
ters of allships at ports and havehs where the 
said John and his company might come to receive 
them, and, on expenses being paid, toconvey them 
to,their own country. Simson quite naturally 
coneludes that this was only a shrewd bit of ma- 
neuvering on the part of Faw, who, being pressed 
to take himselt and tribe out of the country, pre- 
tended to his followers’ rebellion against him. and 
secured this unique edict in his favor to give a = 
of necessity to prolonging hie ene yd peor es 
stay in, Scoulend, Trees tania ebaracter. Was 
10 doubi the progenitor of the many tribes of Faws, 
Faas, or Falls, who, with the Balliea (formerly 
Bailyows, and the present gipsy Baileys of our 
country), have been the most numerous and noted 
of Scottish gipsies, and whose descendants, as 
Faws and Fails, I have found in respectable num- 
bers and condition throughout the United States. 

In al) publications on gipsies, and there are but 
two or three which may be regarded as the result 
of earnest research and personal observation, there 
exists but the slightest reference to American gip- 
ties, and nothing whatever is vouchsafed regard- 
ing American gipsies ofthe present day; tnough 
these volumes were written during the very period 
in which the great exodus of this ancient race 
from Europe toAmerica wasin progress. America 
is as much, and possibly more, aftractive to gip- 
sies thanto any other;race. In their best days in 
Europe they were under great surveillance, Here 
there. is absolutely no restriction upon them 
There the gipty was compelled to fight with civil- 
ization for his very exi-tence, Herethe vagabouds 
are trapsformed into a new people and become 
wealthy, asl sbali show, and even aristocratic— 
for gypsies, The increase of this population has 
been of the same general nature aud proportion 
as that composed of other old-world peoples, uatil 
towerd the micdl+ of the present century, when it 
received a great impulse through the establishment 
of the rura liceof England and Scotland, which 
mede gypty life tn traveling caravans, as it had 
p) eviously been there and as it is now in this coun- 
iry & universal custom, pp y unbegrable. Like 
Inckens’s “Joe,” they were relentless}y compelled 
by the 1ural police, or “bobbies,’’ as they were 
called, to ‘moveon.” Letthem halt thetr wagons, 
raise their tents and strike their cheerful fires 
underneath we pots hanging irom the 
weira, Grooked kettle sticks, the fateful 
summong from the mounted, round -capped ‘*bob- 
b.es.”’ “flove on, you gipsy dogs!’ sent them 
from the roads, the hetges, and the thickets to 
the town, where new terrors awaited them, Let 
them disperse into.smaller bands and each family 
seek to sgcure susten-1ce by tinkering, brazier- 
work, jockeying, or fortune-telling, the eternal 
threat, ‘move on!” greeted them.and they were 
driven to the city and allsorts of petty jugglery 
and desperate makeshift. This sort of persecn- 
tion for a few years was withstood as best it might 
be, and then the new world of freedom beckoned 
them across the sea. 

This was the real cause ofonr present vast pop- 
ulation of genuine gipsies, and every shire of Eng- 
Jand and Scotland lost its thousands of awarsey. 
wandcrets, who imperceptibly faded from sight, 
causing Borrow, who, with all his gipsy acumen, 
did not seem to realize what was becoming of the 
gipsies of Great Briteiu, to say regarding their 
cecadence: “But ge is declinin, and its 
days are numbered. There is a force abroad 
which never s)eepeth either by day or night, and 
which will not allow the Roman people rest for 
thesoles oftheir feet. That force is the rural 
police, which, had it been established 
ut the commencement instead of 
toward the middle of the present 
century, would put down gipsyism longago. But, 
recent as its establishment has been, observe whaj 
it has prccnee Walk from London to Carlisle, 
but neither by the road’s slide, nor on heath or com- 
mon, would you see a single gipsy tent. True 
gipeyism consists in wandering about, in preying 
npon the gentiles, but not living among them. Bus 
such a life is impossible in these days; the rural 
poles will not permit it.’’ But gipsyism had not 

n put down. Its life and essence bad been 
merely transferred to a more favorable clime and 
congenial soil. For while Borrow was writing 
those very wcrds these wanderers, whose lives to 
him were as an open book, were filling the holds of 
vessels bound for a country where gipsyism should 
fiomish without precedent, and where these 
sirenge, weird people of the east should not only 
recuperate in ail they bad lost, but become so nu- 
merous and sirong tha one day, and ever within 
the ken of the e'der gipsies of his time, thay should 
s0 win a standing aud name that the profoundest

A TERRIFIC BXPLOSION IN BAR- 
LOW, NEW YORK. 
RN A RS 
Powder Mills Blow Up and Four Men Lote Their 
Lives Gathering Up Fragments of the Dead 


The Cause of the Bxplosion—Other Ac- 
cidents Happening Yesterday, 


BArLow, N. Y., September 30.—A tercific 
explosion occurred at Ditmar powder works at 
Bay Chester, on the Harlem river branch of 
the New York and New Haven vailroa}, about 
10 o'clock this morning, resulting in ths ia- 
stantancous death of four men, employed in 
the factory. The explosion occurred in a 
packing house, one-story frame builling, 
twenty by thirty feet. In the center of the 
grounds and about two hundred yards from 
the main factory is a large building near the 
water, where tho bulk of the giant powder 
and nitro-glycerine, used inthe new aqueduct 
works, is manufactured. The men were hard 
at work putting up and packing cartridges 
when suddenly the explosion occurred, shat- 
tering the building to splinters and blowing 
four men to fragments. The exploding pow- 
der, of which thero was a large quantity, shot 
up into the air to the height of fifty. feet and 
splinters of the building were biowa a mile 
away. Thetnames of the victims were :

Nothing was left of them%except fragments 
of their bodies, hands, feet, tegs, arms, pieces 
skulls, backbones and charred pieces of flesh 
were scattered in every direction from 500 to 
600 feet from the packing house. 

Max Cruger, foreman of the works, says the 
explosion was caysed by two men shooting into 
the building. Hewasin the packing house, 
and on going out saw two men, who said they 
were shooting at squirrels. He says he threat: 
ened them with arrest and they became im- 
pudent. Asthe explosion occurred the men 
were seen hurrying away. 

hk. H. Stanfield, superintendent of the 

Thorite Powder company, near by, picked up 
a box full of fragments of dead men. A num- 
ber of others assisted in the work and the re- 
maibs were all put in a heap to await the 
action of the coroncr, One man hada family tn 
Germany, and the others were said to be sin- 
gle. Their clothing was burned to shreds. 
The main factory of Ditmar works was nearly 
wrecked, oneend Of the building took fire and 
burned fiercely. A large tree near by was 
torn up by the roots, and a number of other 
trecs blownaway. The ground for half mile 
Was strewn with fragments of the dead, splia- 
ters, packing papers, ete. , 
_. Pbe violence of the explosion shook houses 
in Bartow, acroes the creek from Bay Chester. 
Many windowsin John LHlliott’s Bay View 
hotel], at Pelham bridge, over a mile away 
were Shattered. Thomas Denwoodie’s black- 
smith skop, at West Chester, was shaken 
violentiy and the windows in many houses in 
the game village were broken. This is tho 
second explosion that has occurred in these 
works this year. 

FRIGHT OF THE NEGROES. 

NYACK, N. Y., September 30.—Just before 
ten o’clcck this morning a heavy shook resem- 
bling an earthquake, startled the people here. 
The colored population were frantic. One 
colored family named West ran from their 
house, screaming in terror.

THE LAW FS PLAIN, 
but. the companies which have had their 
licenees revoked allege that Comptroller Gen- 
erol Wright has not given them proper treat- 
ment. Some of them declare that they failed 
to make their returns because no blanks for 
that purpose were sent tothem. In one in- 
stance, 2 company sent its returns to its agent 
in Atlanta but he did not file it in Comptroller 
Genera] Wright's office until after the expira- 
tien of the time fixed by the law. 

Comptroller General Wright is ex-officio 
insurance commissioner. Captain Robert Ir- 
win is the clerk who.transacts most of the in- 
surance business, and is thoroughly familiar 
with all the details relating toit. A Consri- 
IUTION reporter sought him yesterday, and 
reauested him to give the reasons for the re- 
vocation of the licenses of the companies 
enumerated at the beginning of this article. 

“The reason is found in the law requiring 
the companies to make semi-annual returns,” 
Captain Irwin replied, “and with that law 

THE COMPANIES ARE FAMILIAR. 

It distinctly provides that the, retarns shall 
be made on the first day of January and July 
of each year, or within sixty days thereafter. 
It also distinctly providesthat they shall be 
made through thechief officers or agents of 
the companies, resident inthis state. In some 
instances returns haye been made through 
chief officers residing outof the state. All 
such returns were -invalid, and could not, 
therefore, be accepted. Asto the penalty for 
the failure to make the returns, the law gives 
the comptroller general no discretion. Tho 
law ceclares that wheneverany company fails 
or refuses to make the rcturns, the comptroller 
general shall at once recall and cancel the 
license of such delinquent company. No ex- 
euse for failureis allowed; and, should the 
comptroller general undertake to allow an ex- 
cuse, he would violate the Jaw.” 

“But some? of the companies allege that 
Comptroller General Wright failed to furnish 
them with blanks upon which to make their 
returns,” 

“There is no law which requires the comp- 
troller general 

TO FURNISH SUCH BLANKS. 

It is true that they have been furnished in 
numerous instances, but only for the conveni- 
ence of the insurance department. The law 
simply icclares that the companies must make 
the returne, it does not say that the comp- 
troller general must furnish blanks for that 
porpese,”’ 

“How about that company which was only 
one day behind in making its returns?” 

“One Gay or a thousand, the law does not 
permit any extension of the time, and it must 
be obeyed.” 

‘Could not the governor interfere in favor 
of the companics?”’ 

“The governer cannot alter the law. Theo 
entire matter resolves itself into this: The 
companies failed to observe the law, and they 
bave been obliged to pay the penalty.” 

‘Have you any idea why the companies 
failed to observe the law?” 

“I think it was becanse cf the frequent 

(HANGING OF AGENTS, ' 

There are companies which change their 
sgents nearly every year. I have in mind a 
case where a company made its returns 
through an agent in Atlanta one year, and 
the next through an agent in Savannah. 
Theee changes * in confasion as to the 
retuzns, causing théin not to be made.’ 

“Cen the companies which have had their 
licenses revoked re-enter business in this 
state’’’ 

“Yes, they can again begin the transaction 
of business by filing their returns when the 
next retora day arrives. In such casesthey 
begin bu.iness as if they were new compa- 
nies.” 

The companies that have failed to make 
their returns have large risks in Georgia, and 
their business was on the increase. Whether 
or not they will withdraw from the state en- 
tirely is not known.

THE MURDEROF BART WALL. 
ee 
The Prisoner in the Courtroom with His Aged 
Mother—fhe Bvidence 4]] In and the Argu- 
ment Begun- Opening Argument by So- 
licitor Hili—Judge Wright peaks 


Luther Ellison, who killed young Bart 
Wall at Abbie Howard's bagnio, is on trial in 
the superior court for murder. 

The evidence has been volum|nous and very 


damaging to Ellison. 

The prisoner’s aged mother sat near him 
during the entire trial. She was in mourning 
and her face wes as pale as death. It could be 


plainly seen that the lady was in deep sorrow, 
@nd an occasional tear would trickle down her 
cheeks as the witnesses testified. The son 
endeavored to appear unconcerned, but when 
the mother would turn her tear-dimmed eyes 
toward him he would melt to tears and turn 
his head away. 
“ THE 8TORS.REVIEWED. . 

The difficulty which caused Elligon to now 
be on trial for his life occurred on the night 
of August 24 last, at about 1 o’clock in the 
morning. The bloody deed was done on the 
frout veranda of Abbie Howard’s bagnio on 
Collins street. 
Prater, Bart Wall, Hugh Craig, Percy Hanvy 
spd W.H. Darby met near or at the house of 
Abbie Howard. Prater and Ellison had a 
little trouble, and after Prater got away from 
him and went into the house, Ellison wanted 
to go in, saying he would cut his throat if he 
caught him. Craig begged Ellison not to raise 
a row, for they would all be palled by the 

lice. After this the trouble aross between 

liison and Wall, and the latter was cut 
through the lung. He lived twelve hours and 
died. The coroner’s inquest adduced sufficient 
evidence against Ellison to authorize the 
gravd jury to find a true bill against him for 
murder. 
HUGH CRAIG'S TESTIMONY. 

In the superior cuvurt the first witness in- 
troduced was Hugh Craig. He testified that 
on the night he was near the Decatur street 
entrance to the Kimball house he met Wall 
and some friends, and after talking and walk- 
ing leisurely along they came to Collins street, 
up which they turned towards Abbie How- 
aid’s. When near Decatur street they 
metaman. Craig and Hanvey were slightly 
in adyance of Wall, and when they came to 
the man he stopped and asked them where 
they were going, and to stop and havea talk. 
Wall came up and the witness said he iatro- 
duced him to Ellison. About this time Hanvey 
and Darby left them, and Ellison, Wali and 
Craig went on towards Abbie Howard’s. Oa 
the way they met Joe Bugg, a negro who 
works at Abbie Howard's, but nothing passed 
Between them. Afterreaching the house the 
three men went upon the veranda, and Ellison 
rang the door bell. The housekeeper opened 
the door and telling the men they could not 
come in closed it again. Ellison became 
quite apngr’, and said he would go in 
or break the door down, as there was a —— 
—— —— inthere he wanted. Witness-begged 
Ellison to be quiet, or they would be pulled, and 
then witness waiked off the porc4, leaving 
Ellison and Wall. The two men became in- 
volved in a row, and witness heard Ellison 
call Wall a liar and then blows were passed. 
Witness saw Ellison raise his knife and olange 
itinto Wall. After this Wall ran down the 
street and Ellison followed him and dowaed 
bim agein. 

The witness was closely questioned, but did 
not deviate from his first statement, 

~<“PHE OTHER SIDE. 

One witness named Robinson swore tha 
when he saw Ellison and Wall that Wall had 
Ellison down and was beating him. Robinson 
said he was Ellison’s friend and had been for 
a long while, 

“Why didn’t you pull Wall off, if Ellison 
was your friend?’ asked Solicitor Hill. 

“I was frightened,” was the reply. 

The other witnesses introdncad testified to 
about the same facts as Craig. All the evi- 
dence, save that of Robinson’s, was decidedly 
against Ellison. There was none of it calcu- 
lated to do the prisoner any good. Every one, 
save Robinson, thought Ellison was eager for 
a row, and didn’t much care who it was with, 
just so he had it. The evidence throughout 
varied little from that adduced before the 
coroner’s jury, and all testified in a straight- 
forward manner. 

SOLICITOR HILL'S OPENING ARGUMENT. 

The opening argument of Solicitor Hill was 
one of the finest legal arguments ever made in 
Fulton county courthouse. He said that Wall 
was actin 
killed. He stood in the attitude of a peace- 
‘maker when he said to Ellison: “Come away. 
Don’t have a difficulty.” No matter where or 
when Wall was killed he was acting asa p:ac3- 
maker when he lost hislife. ‘Biessed is the 
peacemaker.” Solicitor Hill said that 
Robinson’s evidence was strange, unnatural 
and improbable. It was a, direct 
conflict with the testimony of every single 
witness. He said he was a friend of Ellison’s, 
and yet he stood by and saw Wall beat him. 
_He was frightened and didn’t know what to 
do. Away with such friendship! Nota word 
of it did he believe. It was foreign to the 
evidence given in by the others, When the 
solicitor reached 

CAPIAIN CRIM’S EVIDENCE 
he said: “Now, look atthe evidence of Cap- 
tain Crim. He swears that when he went to 
arrest Ellison that he declined to be arrested, 
and said if he was fixed he 
would do him up. Ob, the man 
with such a sweet disposition! What did he 
tell Captain Crim his name was? Smith! Just 
Smith, and it was none of Crim’s business what 
} the rest was. Well, he was going to do Crim 
up. Astheold negro said, ‘Crim's a little 
weed, but a might bitter seei.’ Solicitor Hill 
read the Jaw touchicg the case to the jary. 
He explained it clearly and fully, and said 
that in order to put Ellison’s counsel on notice 
he would state that he would argue the case 
acccrding to the strict interpretation of the 
law. That Wall was murdered by Ellison 
That itfwas{with malice afore shought,' and 
that it was a cold blooded murder. 
JUDGE WRIGHT ON THE FLOOR. 

At half past one o'clock Judge Wright began 
bis argument. He handled Solicitor 
one way and then another. First he would 
shower flattery on to him, and then turn right 
around and abuse him. He said he was incon 
sistentand unfair, and had read law to the 
jury as old asthe hilis. The case, he consid- 
ered one of self-defense, authorized by the 
law. Wall had him down and was 
pounding him. There was no malice. The 
two men had only met that night. He had 
nothing in the world against Wall. He was 


sensible, brave man would do. Judge Wright 
said that he might arguethecase till sunrise 
and would not be able to offset the eloguent 
pone of the distinguished solicitor. 

€ thought that the solicitor 
bad gone to unwarrantable lengths in saying 
that Robinson had sworn falsely. At half 
past three Judge Wright was informed that 
he could conclude his argument this morning, 
and court adjourned. 

Seme heavy work is expected from Solicitor 
Hill today, and Judge Wright will no donbt 
finish applying the caustic to the solicitor this 
morning.

MRS. WHEAT KILLED.

A Pair of Mules Back a Wagon Off a Bridge 
| —The Kegult. 

A horrible accident occurred at Pope's 
bridge on the Chattahoocheo river, ten miles 
from Atlanta, Wednesday morning, in which 
Mre. Augusta Wheat lost her life, and her 
nephew was burt, and narrowly escaped death 


too. 

The first intelligence o f the terrible occur- 
rence reached Atlanta yesterday morning. 

Mrz, Wheat lived about fifteen miles from 
Atlanta, and at the time she was killed was 
coming to Atlanta. Early Wednesday morn- 
ing, Mrs. Wheat,accompanied by her nephew, 
young wart named Danforth, loft their home 


in a two horse wagon, drawn by two. maules..

calamity which awaited them, In reaching 
Atlanta it was necessary for them to cross the 
Chattahoochee viver. Their most direct 
rcute was by the Pope bridge, and at tha: 
bridge the accident happened. A portion of 
the bridge is coverec, andon either sids of 
the reofed portion the sides of the bridge ara 
protected by guards. When the team reached 
the bridge, the mules hesitated 
in aes upon it. 

forth pushed them with the whip and they 


finally stepped upon the bridge, but advanced 


- jumping, gee and shieing. Finally they 
t 


came tothe covered partof the bridge and 
stopped. The young man tried to force them 
on cos they refused to move forward and be- 
gan backing. The young man sprang out, 
and grabbing one of the mules by the bridle, 
attempted to lead them ovor the bridge. He 
succeeded in stopping them in their backward 
moving and started them through the bridge 
but after they had advanced a short distance 
again stopped and again commenced 
ing. The young man lost all control of 
the mules, and ina second they pushed the 
rear end of the wagon against the 
guard, which gave way. The instant the 
guard gave way the rear wheels of the wagon 
dropped over the edge of the bridge, and in 
another second the wagon was hanging in the 
air and the mules were on the bridge. The 
mules made a desperate effort to hold their 
own, but were quickly drawn over the edge of 
the bridge, and together Mrs. Wheat, the 
wagon, mulesand the young man dropped 
into the river,a distance of eighteen feet. 
The water was not deep, and the instant the 
young man could regain his feet he began a 
search for his aunt. The search resulted in 
finding the lady dead. He carried her to the 
land, and then secured help from © one 
near by. The gbody was remd¥ed to 
a residence, and then several person; 
joined in recovering the mules and wagon. 
Both mules were badly hurt, and one of them 
died soon after he was taken out of the water. 
The wagon was almost completely demolished. 
Mr. Danforth was considerably bruised by the 
fall.

From 
the top to the bottom it inclines toward the 
center of the mountain, but at a very ht 
degree. At the bottom of the hole two im- 
mense chambers have been built for the recep- 
tion of the powder. These chambers are on 
opposite sides of the hole and extend into 
the mountain thirteen feet each way 
from the main hole, They are high and either 
one of them would hold almost as much 
powéerasan enginecould pull, Three feet 
trom the end ofeach of these chambers a 
brick wall has been built, These walis extend 
across the chambers and reach almost to the 
top. They are thick and have been carefully 
constructed. Aiter leaving the surface the 
workmen had a solid bed of granite to contend 
with until they completed their task. Never 
once did their tools touch earth after the first 
bou1’s work.] 

The loading process will be commenced this 
morning at four o’clock and will be completed 
tomorrow morning about nine o’clock. Tho 
work is more or less dangerous, and will 
necessarily be slow, Several men will go 
down into the hole, and then the powder will 
be lowered to them in buckets 
They will carry it back into the 
chambers and empty it behind the brick wall 
until about two tons are behind each wall. 
Then the walls will be built up until they 
touch the top of the chambers, so that the 

.owder Will not be exposed to the cement and 
int. After the walls have been completed

‘the chambers will be filled with cement and 


gravei until the man hole is reached, This 
will be filled with dirt, cement and gravel 
packed tight to the top, and then the blast 
will be ready for explosion. A smail wire will 
be placed in the powder 1n each chamber and 
brought out of the ground down the moun- 
tain to a place about two hundred yards away 
fromthe hole. When the work has ali been 
completed the wires will be attached toa 
battery, and then by the pressure of a finger 
upon the key the spark will start along 
the wire, follow ituntil it reaches the powder 
and then the result will be known. 

Mr. Sam Venable, accompanied bya great 
mavy friends, will go up on the train tomor:

time to hear the report and see the result, 
Mr. Venable yesterday said :

ATLANTA ARTILLERY. 


Election for Officers to Be 


Ordered. 


The Atlanta Artillery will be under the ne- 
ceesity of holding a new election for commis- 
sioned officers. 

At the meeting held Wednesday night, Mr. 
George B. Forbes was elected first lieutenant, 
Mr. W. C. Phelps, junior first lieutenant, and 
Mr. A. M. Perkinson second lieutenant. The 
election was ordered by Captain J. F. Jones, 
at the request of some of the members of the 
company. He expressed the opinion that the 
election was illegal, because he did not think 
ae awe had been complied with. He was 
right. 

The law which provides for the election of 
subaltern officersis found in section 1103 (m.) 
of thecode, It is as follows: 

Company officers shall be elected by the members 
of the company. in the case of a company at. 
tached to a battalion, the election shall ve ordered 
by the battalion commander. In an unattached 
company an election for a subaltern officer shall 
be ordered by the captain; an election for captain 
shalt be ordered by the governor. In any case, if 
an officer already in commission be promoted, the 
yacancy then created may be filled at the same 
election withou further orders. Such elections 
may be supérintended by any two or more officers 
ot volunteers not connected with the company in 
which the election is to take place, or by any two 
or more justices of tre peace or free holders, or 
one justice and one free holder of the county where 
the election is to take place. The polls shall be 
kept open not less than two hours nor more than 
one dey. The order forthe election shall be pr-- 
mu)gated to the members of the compauy at least 
tive days before the election, in the manner as oth- 
er orders to the company are promulgated, and 
shall specify the time and place of thc election, 
and between what hours the polls are to be open. 

In the election held Wednesday night none 
of the requirements of the law were complied 
with. Inquiry at the adjutant general’s office 
yesterday developed thatthe election would 
nt be recognized, 

Captain Jones has not yet received his com: 
mission, and he will not receive it, under the 
law, vntil the company is uniformed and 
armed, Until he receives his commission he 
cap not order an election for subaltern officers. 

There are no divisions among the mem oers 
of the Atlanta Artillery. Their enthusiasm 
bas caused them to make a mistake, and that 
is all. Theyare determined to make their 
compapy an honor to Atlanta and the state, 
and are working harmoniously to that end.

next thirty days, and then an election fo 
subaltern officers will be held. Next ay 
night, in the rooms of the state library, a 
meeting of the company wil! be held. It is 
hoped that every one of the seventy-five mem- 
bers will be popes as business of great im- 
portance will betransacted.
